EDMONDSON'S INVENTION 


. “I am sorry to trouble you, but 


I am afraid I must ask to have your 
seat. I bought my ticket before you 
did.” A statement like this, made 
to-day in a railway carriage, would 
be greeted with astonishment. 

- Not so, however, in the early days 
of the railways. <A search in the 
records of the companies reveals a 
time when every ticket was num- 
bered progressively, not only for the 
purpose of ‘recording the number of 
passengers but to give. the pussen- 
gers ‘themaclyes right of priority to 
a seat in accordance with the num- 
ber of their ticket. Consequently, 
lif a standing passenger found sume- 
one occupying a comfortable corner 
with a ticket of a lagher number 
than his own he would be in the 
postion of being able, legally, to 
expel him. 

Travel on the railways was a very 
different matter than from the pro- 
cedure of to-day. So much ritual 
was observed that the ticket office 
Iceased issuing tickets five minutes 
before the train started in order 
that the clerks might complete their 
records of the train load. The

Booking for a Journey was no 
rapid procedure,  Tickets—some- 
umes four and half inches in length

foil, which remained ‘in the posee- 
sion of the railway company. The 
passenger was then “ushered” into

The Clerk Who Invented 
Tickets 


Improvements were coming from 
inside the railway: companies them- 
selves. Thomas Edmondson, a 
eheck clerk in the service of the 
Manchester and Leeds Railway, de- 
signed a ticket the form of which 
ig retained dn present use. 

He wus a man with an idea. He 
was amazed ut the waste of time 
occasioned by the system of writing 
out tickets. We experimented in 
his qpare time and printed some 
smal! cardbonrd tickets which he 
placed in a rack which he also in- 
vented. He saw that the ticket 
had many diandvantages, .but, un- 
daunted, he invented a machine for 
printing the tickets, dating them, 
and numbering them progressively, 
His idéa was a success, and he was 
able to resign from his insignificant 
position to enter into “engagements 
with the railway companica wishing 
to adopt his system of Passenger 
Tickets in connection with the 
General Raflwuy Clearing Office 
about to be established in London.”
